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Annual State Convention of German 
Catholics to Te Held Here 
in May. 


A most important event, that will bring 
more than 6,000 visitors from all sections 
of the state to Pittsburgh, will be the 
third annual convention of the Roman 
Catholic State association, composed of 
almost all German Catholic societies in 
Pennsylvania, on May 18, 19 and 20. Ex- 
tensive preparations are being made for 
the oceasion by the German Catholics of 
Pittsburgh and Allegheny, and there is 
no doubt that this convention will be the 
most successful ever held by the asso- 
ciation. An executive committee, consist- 
ing of delegates from the different Cath- 
olic congregations in the ttsburgh dio- 
cese, with Charles J. Jaegle, editor of the 
Beobachter, as president, has been hard 
at work for some time and has now near- 
ly completed its task of making the prep- 
arations for the reception of the delegates 
and the most distinguished guests ex- 
pected, among them the bishops of the 
archdiocese of Philadelphia. The number 
of delegates expected is 1,000 to 1,200, 

A highly interesting program has been 
mapped out. On Monday, May 18, there 
will be the reception of the delegates at 
the St. Philomena school rooms, Four- 
teenth street and Penn avenue. On the 
evening of the same day a torehlight 
procession, such as never has been seen 
in this city, will be held by all German 
Catholic organizations of the Pittsburgh | § 
diocese. Ali those participating in the 
procession will wear a handsome medal 
held by a red, White and blue ribbon. 
One side of the medal shews an elegant 
likeness of Pope Leo XIII, and the other 
Side bears the following inscription en- 
circled by a laurel wreath: ‘(Meeting of 
‘the German Catholics of the State of 
‘Pennsylvania, May 18, 19 and 20, 1896, 
Pittsburgh, Pa.” On Tuesday morning, 
May 19, there will be a pontifical high 
mass at the magnificent St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral, Rt, Rev. Bishop Leo Haid, O. S. B., 
of North Carolina officiating.’ The ser- 
mon will be delivered by Rey, J. Maus of 
Allentown. After the church services the 
business meeting of the delegates will be 
held. In the evening an open mass meet- 
ing will take vlace in the Carnegie Music 
hall, on Forbes street, 

The program which has been prepared 
for this meeting is a highly interesting 
one. The opening speech will be by 
Charles J. Jaegle. The following ad- 
dresses will be by C, Zwilling, teacher of 
the St. Joseph's congregation in Erle, Pa., 
on “The Catholic Citizen,” and Rev. 
Heinen of East Mauch Chunk on “The 
Christian Family.” The  closin speech 
will be delivered by Monsignor Dr. Joseph 
Schroeder, professor in the University of 
‘Washington, D, C., on ‘The Catholic 
Church in America,” The Intervals be- 
tween the different speeches will be filled 
by some exeellent music to be rendered 
by the Catholic Saengerbund and an or- 
chestra, On the morning of May 20 a 
requiem high mass, for the deceased 
members of the different societies, will 
be celebrate at St, Philomena’s church. 
After having finished ail business of the 
convention a banquet will be
